Mr. Pennington worked in Czech- 
oslovakia with the Benes govern- 
ment from 1836-38 and ft the same 
time was active in England in sup- 
port of the Czech Alliance against 
the policy ol Mr. Chamberlain. 
On the continent be did propaganda 
for the English, and in England 
did the siime form of work for the 
Czechs. During the interim from 
1938-45 he collaborated with Mr. 
Cambell Johnson in writing "The 



Solon Low, Social Credit leader, is "unhappy" 
because no member of his party was asked to 
speak at the .Model Parliament held at Carlcton 
College last Thursday. 

The main cause for his ttnhappincss, ap- 
parently, is the fad thai an L.P.P. (Communist) 
speaker was invited, as were speakers from 
the Liberal. Progressive • Conservative, and 
C.O.F. parties. The Social Credit party was not. 
invited to send a speaker for the very simple 
reason that there is nn Social Credit club on the 
Carlcton College campus. 

This was not reason enough for .Mr. Low, 
however. He t aw fit to lay unnecessary em- 
phasis on Ihe fact that a Communist speaker 
(may the Lord protect all the helpless students 
at Carleton College! participated in the Model 
Parliament. 

Mr. Low had this to say: "This calling in 
by Carleton College of a Communist speaker 
and ignoring our party is more than strange. 
We are the fourth largest group in Parliament 
. . . the Labor Progressive or Communist . . . 
had a single member (Fred Rose) elected to 
the House. The university authorities must 
know that he is now in jail after being convicted 
of espionage." 

Now this is typical of talk we have been 
hearing lately from misguidrd anti-Communists. 
To suggest that the administrative authorities 
at Carleton College are not aware of the 
espionage trials, which were centred in Ottawa 
and not in Mr. Low's stamping grounds of 
Alberta, is to talk pure nonsense. 

Mr. Low has created quite n stir in Ottawa, 
with one newspaper running his comments in 
sweeping headlines. Mr. Low has a duly which 
goes far beyond Ihe leadership of his parly. He 
has a duly as a citizen of Canada and when he 
gathers publicity by casting aspersions on one 
of Canada's finest institutions' he is not honour- 
ing the loyalty which goes beyond the Social 
Credit party. 

There is only one member in the L.P.P. 
(Communist 1 parly at Carleton College, and 
there has been only one member ever since the 
party appeared on the campus. This would 
seem to make the charges of Patrick Ashby, 
Social Credit M.P. for Edmonton East, Hint 
there was "Communist infiltration" aecm 



somewhat absurd. There arc 1,600 students 
at Carlcton College. 

There is nn amusing sidelight to this foolish 
rumpus which Mr. Low has raised. He told 
an Ottawa newspaper that he would be going 
to Carleton College to personally organize for 
his party among the >!udent body. In the mean- 
time, out at the University of Alberta the 
student Social Credit party has charged that 
campus political club» receive, direction from 
nff-ramptis sources! Wait till they hear that 
Mr. Low has said he was going to do some per- 
sonal organizing at Carleton College! 

About the time this is being written, however. 
Mr. Low should be getting a shock. The Stu- 
dent Council at Carlcton has just prepared a 
statement to the effect, that Mr. Low will not 
be allowed to do any personal nrganizing on 
the campus. It has been a standing rule tbnt 
members of national parties can not organize 
on the campus. 

Mr. Low had a special meeting with Prof. 
Frank MacKinnon to discuss the controversy. 
Now wc suggest that it be made plain to Mr. 
Low that he should have approached the Stu- 
dent Council, under whose jurisdiction the Model 
Parliament properly falls. The administrative 
authorities at Carleton College have always 
given the students the responsibility for their 
own student government and the. day when this 
attitude changes will be a sorry one for the 
status of Carlcton College. 

The Carleton, student newspaper at the 
college, reports that Mr. Low accepted Prof. 
MacKinnon's explanation that Model Parlia- 
ment i* a student affair and that the students 
themselves invite speakers from iho'e national 
parties which have clubs on the campus. But 
Mr. Low added that he wasn't "entirely sati«- 
ficd." "It doesn't explain the whole thing," Mr. 
Low added. "When a club is composed of a 
one man body it looks peculiar that they should 
be allowed to invite a speaker to participate 
while such a party as ours, which is the fourth 
largest in the country, is. ignored." 

We have devoted considerable valuable space 
to Mr. Low's nonsense, but we think it import- 
ant that the truth be told when the ultra-sensit- 
ive anti-Communists fail to give proper credit 
to Canadian university students. C. K.

George Schick Conducts Last Concert with Little Symphony 



As in bis lest concert with the style, 
Little Symphony, George Schick 
has included three works by liv- 
ing compose» on the program 
which he will direct at The Her- 
mitage, Cote des Neiges, next 
Tuesday evening, Feb. 22. 

The three contemporary works 
are "Matinee Musleale" by the 
relebrated English composer, 
Benjamin Britten; "Tre Rleer- 
earl" by the Cxech composer, 
Bohuslav Martlnu, and "Deux 
Marches et Intermède" by 
France's bcleved Franels Fou- 
lene. 

The performance of the Martinu 
"fticcrcary" should be of special 
interest to Montreal concert'goers 
not only because of the reputation 
this man has acquired as an avant- 
gards composer, but also because 
this will be the first performance 
of the work in Canada. The title, 
"Ricercare," is an Italian verb 
meaning to "seek out," to which 
both the English "research" and 
the French "recherche" are allied. 
In music. Ihe word was applied 
during the 18th and 17th centuries 
to compositions in early fugue 



using 



the most elaborate 
contrivances of counterpoint, all 
variations of canonic writing, aug- 
mentation, diminution, inversion, 
and so on. It was from the Ricer- 
carl that the modern fugue emerg-' 
ed in the I7th century. 

In this 20th century Ricercari. 
iMartinu has used a most unusual 
•scoring which calls for no conven- 
tional bass instruments: one flute, 
two oboes, two bassoons, two trum- 
pets, two pianos, violins and cel- 
los. The strings play three pari 
divisi throughout, and the 'cello: 
and bauoons are used not as a 
bars, but in the middle register of 
the melodic patterns. Martinu is 
fond of the sustained percussion 
sounds which the piano can pro- 
duce, and include the instrument 
in all his scores. 

Bealdea the three contempora- 
ry works, the Little Symphony's 
next program will Include the 
"Hebrides' overture and the 
scherso from the string octet by 
Mendelsaohn, Moxart'a Elne 
Klelne Nachtmuslk", and « cap- 
rice and eleg-y for solo 'cello and 
orchestra by Melius.
